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DECISION ON PETITION 


This is a decision on the petition filed on October 11, 2002 by which petitioners request 
withdrawal of the holding that this application stands abandoned for failure to file a reply to the 
Office letter dated September 22, 2001. No fee is required for the petition. 

The petition is granted . 

Petitioners allege that a timely reply to the Office letter in question was in fact filed. This 
allegation is supported in a manner which satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1.8(b).
